III. The Purchasers to give in their Names and places of Abode, and to pay down 5^. 

in the Pound, in part of payment of the purchase Money, if required ; in default 
of which, the Lot or Lots so purchased to be immediately put up again and 
re-sold. 

I V. The Lots to be taken away, with all Faults, at the Buyers’ Expense, within Four 
Days from the sale.

A Mountainous and Woody Landscape; Peasants on the Banks 
of a Lake in the front-ground: the figures have much of 
the taste and spirit of Berghem, brilliantly coloured, and 
with very clear and transparent effect 

A group of jocund Italian Peasants quaffing their Wine 
beneath the Arbour of a Cabaret, and listening to a Hurdy- 
Gurdy Player y a Boy with a Pipe and Tabor; a Woman 
and her Infant on her Lap, seated on the ground before 
the latter: painted with breadth and spirit, and warmly 
coloured 

Christ and his Disciples at the Last Supper,—small, and bold 
design for a larger picture 

Cottages and Figures on the skirts of a Forest, with a pic¬ 
turesque distance,—warm evening scene: an uncommonly 
fine picture of the master 

Susannah and the Elders; a youthful Figure seated on the 
Ground at a Spring ; the Elders approaching behind a 
mass of Rock in the back-ground ^ 

The Baptism of an illustrious Family ; a study for a large 
picture of the same subject, but with some variations 

One of the Fathers of the Church, half figure; very fine and 
spirited 

Portrait of a Lady, with a Ruff, standing; her right Hand 
resting on the back of a crimson Chair : the hands scarcely 
inferior to Van Dyck 

A Naval Engagement; painted with spirit and fine effect: 
the drawing and grouping of the vessels admirable 

Jupiter and Antiope ; coloured with great warmth and rich¬ 
ness 

Portrait of a Venetian Noble, with a gold Chain in his Hand 

A group of three Peasants in conversation, on a Bank beneath 
a Tree, beyond which is a Cabaret, where Post-Waggons

this master, the front-ground coloured with the richness 
' of Rembrandt 

.104 A group of Horsemen halting in a Landscape, in a warm 
sunny evening ; a Boy with three Dogs in the front; loaded 
Waggons are advancing on a road in the half-distance, 
which is terminated by a hilly range: painted with warm 
and clear effect 

. 105 View of a Town on the Coast, seen from the Sand Hills in the 
rear of it, a church Tower forms the centre object; a strong 
gleam falls upon the Sea beyond, which is lighted up with 
very true effect 

.106 A Hermit, his Hands clasped in prayer, before an open Volume 
of the Scriptures; a Crucifix, Basket, Lantern, and a Skull, 
disposed at the arched opening of his Cell: beautifully 
finished 

.107 A View at the foot of a grand mass of Slate Mountains—early 
Morning Scene ; a singular picture of the master, treated 
with great clearness 

. 108 An Interior, and a Female seated in a Chair, with her Work- 
pillow in her Lap, a Basket on the floor beside her ; a cylin¬ 
drical Staircase in the back-ground ; painted with rich and 
good effect 

.109 A dead Swan, a Heron, and various other Birds and Game, 
grouped at the base of some sculptured Ruins; and a Land¬ 
scape back-ground; the several objects are painted with 
truth, and finished almost to illusion—an exquisite specimen 
of a rare painter 

.110 A Toper, with his Jug, his Pipe and Tobacco, on a Table 
before him ; the countenance is touched with great spirit

.115 A Lawyer in his Chamber, in an Arm-Chair, reading a Letter, 
a Table covered with Parchments is beside him ; a Curtain 
half-drawn in the half-distance : the colouring and finishing 
are of Ostade’s best style and time 

.116 A Landscape, with a Town on a mountainous site in the 
centre, where a Fire from Lime-Works produces a grand 
effect ; Water and Trees, and Figures reposing, occupy the 
front-ground 

. 117 Interior of a Chamber, in the centre of which a Mother is 
feeding a fractious Child upon her Lap; at her Feet a Cat 
suckling Kittens is admirably painted; a Cradle, various 
Utensils and Still Life are distributed about the Room, 
and at an open Door behind are a Man and Woman in con¬ 
versation : this picture is painted in a peculiarly rich and 
mellow tone, in which respect it is scarcely inferior to 
A. Ostade

in the front-ground; painted with magic effect, scarcely

120 Figures reposing near a River, under the luxuriant foliage of 
a group of Trees, and others at the foot of a Rock ; beyond 
them are some Mountains with peaked high tops: a brilliant 
gem 

. 121 A small Nativity, the Virgin kneeling in Prayer over the 
Infant, and a Shepherd also kneeling by her side; on one 
side Joseph meditates on the Scriptures, on the other a 
Shepherd leaning on his Staff is looking on,—-a ruined 
Arcade behind them. The Angel appearing to the Shepherds 
is represented in the minute distance, in fine preservation. 

. 122 Bacchus and Ariadne, the latter seated by the Shore, the 
former bending over her with an expression of tenderness, 
and pointing to the Constellation that awaited her ; the 
Figures elegantly drawn, and painted with strong and fine 
effect of chiaro-scuro 

.123 A fine Landscape, with a Reposo of a Holy Family in the 
front-ground, where a few Trees contribute a breadth of 
shadow; other Figures are introduced in the half-distance, 
which is terminated by some bold Mountains and a partial 
View of the Sea,—in a clear and fine tone: formerly in the 
Corsini Palace, from which it was brought to England by 
W. Y. Ottley, Esq. 

. 124 The Magdalen in devout Contemplation, the Eyes uplifted, 
and the right Hand brought before the Breast. The ex¬ 
pression, delicacy, and sweetness of colouring evince the 
elegant taste of this great andadmired master:—from the 
Caprari Palace at Bologna
